Demise of F. D. Moulton of Beecher- 
Tilton Scandal Notoriety. 


The Life and Career of a Remarkable Man— 
A Generous Class-Mate—An Humble Be- 
ginning Eventually Growing Into Extra- 
ordinary Success—Beecher’s Gratitude fer 
Moulton’s Efforts to Tie Up the Storm. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
New York, December 4.—Mr. Francis D. Moulton 
died at his residence, 580 Lexington avenue, at 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, of paralysis of the 
heart, aged 49 years and 5 months. There were 
present at his death his wife, Franklin W. Moulton, 
his son; W. A. Hazard, his partner, and Dr. F. A. 
Thomas. Six weeksago Mr. Moulton was taken 
sick with inflammation of the stomach. At first he 
did not suffer much inconvenience and was able to 
leave the house cccasionally, and to ride out. But 
three weeks ago he grew rapidly worse, and steadi- 
ly weakened until yesterday morning, when the at- 
tack of paralysis of the heart ended his sufferings. 

During the day his physician 

GAVE UP ALL HOPE. 

Mr. Moulton leaves a widow and one son, Frank- 
lin W., a student in the Columbia Law School and a 
graduate of Harvard College. His only other child 
died in infancy. Francis D. Moulton 
was born in this city in 1836, and 
was the second son of Severn D. Moulton, formerly 
a. New York merchant, who died several years ago 
when nearly 80 years old. Mr. Moulton came of a 
hardy race of men, of English and New England 
descent. One of his ancestors raised a regi- 
ment and fought with honor at Bunker Hill. He 
lived to pass his ninety-fifth birthday, and then 
walked two miles to dine with a gon. He died after 
eating a good dinner. His son lived to be 

104 YEARS OLD, 

and the latter's son died at the age of 95. Francis 
Moulton received his early instruction from his 
mother. In 1849 he entered the college now known 
as the College of the City of New York, where he 
graduated in 1854. A medal for Latin and one for 
mathematics were awarded to him, but he insisted 
that he was not entitied te either of them. He said 
that Edward Belfour, now a Lutheran minister,was 
entitled to the first, and that Prof. Rodney Kimball, 
of the Brooklyn Polytechnic Institute, was entitled 
tothe other. Moulton planned to right what he 
believed tg be a wrong when his class met at class- 
supper, but before that occasion burglars entered 
the house and carried off the medals with the other 
plunder. “Well,” said young Moulton, “they are 
quite as much entitied to the medals 
as I was.” Upon commencement 
diy Moulton was to deliver ,2n~ oration 
upon an uncongenial subject, but when. he endeavor- 
ed to speak it, after having carefully committed it 
to memory, he found that it had completely left 
him, and in its place he deliyered an extemporane- 

ous speech. In this college Moulton formed the ac- 

quaintance of Theodore Tilton, which afterward 

led to making him noted throughout the land. He 


as classmates, and their dissimilarities seemed to 
strengthen their attachment for each other. Young 
Moulton would have entered West Point but for his 
ill-health. He determined to enter into business and 
he became an office boy in the service of Woodruff 
& Robinson, his salary the first year being $75. In 
1861 he becamea partner in the firm and soon as- 
sumed charge of the warehouse business of the con- 
cern, which greatly increased under his manage- 
ment, His business ambition was high, and when 
it was interrupted by his being drawn into public 
view in the Brooklyn drama, he seemed about to at- 
tain all that he hoped for. Mr. Moulton’s connection 
with the Beecher-Tilton scandal began on Decem- 
ber 30, 1870, when Tilton confided his trouble to him 
and sought his friendly aid. In his testimony before 
the jury in the suit for $100,000 damages for crim. 
con., instituted by Theodore Tilton against 
Henry Ward Beecher, he testified in sub- 
stance that on December 30, 1870, after 
Theodore Tilton had _. =—visited him, and 
madethe revelations afterwards made public, he 
called on Henry Ward Beecher and brought him 
and Tilton together, promising to act between them 
as @ mutual friend and henceforth became the re- 
pository of secrets and documents. The letters 
that accumulated on Mr. Moulton’s hands from 
Beecher were full of extravagant praises of his ef- 


forts to 
“re UP THE STORM.” 


He was called “priest in the sanctuary;” he was 
_toid that his kindness could never be repaid even by 
love, “which I (Beecher) give you freely.”’ Again, 
he wrote to Moulton, *‘I should have fallen by the 
way but for the courage which you inspired, and 
the hope which you breathed."" Mr. Moulton man- 
aged this social complication with such skill that 
the scandal in its entirety was repressed for more 
than four years. When it broke forth through The- 
odore Tilton, Mr. Moulton endeavored to maintain 
neutrality, and as he refused to return to Mr. 
Beecher the letters he held as mutal friend, he was 
put upon the defensive by aspersions upon his mo- 
tives, and when at length he broke silence his utter- 
ances were in corroboration of Tilton’s serious 
charges. In one of his statements prepared by 
Gen. B. F. Butler, Mr. Moulton related a separate 
confession by Beecher, leaving blank _ the place for 
the woman's name. This resulted in a suit for libel 
by Miss Edna Dean Proctor, the settlement of which 
cost Mr. Moulton aboyt $10,000. He was the 
chief witness against Henry Ward 
Beecher in Theodore’ Tilton’s suit, his 
testimony filling up 485 pages of the official report 
of the trial. He was indicted at the imstance of 
Beecher, but a nolle prosequi was entered to the in- 
dictment. Mr. Moulton, after the scandal died out, 
actively resumed business for himself with great 
financial success, and, in connection with his impor- 
tation of salt, became active in the promotion of 
dairy farming. He was connected with an associa- 
tion for promoting agriculture and frequently 
lectured in different parts of the country. He

SURPLUS REVENUE. 


The Senate and House Considering 
Measures to Use It. 


Morrison Wants to Redeem Government 
Bonds and Don Cameron Anxious to Ke-

Wasuincton, D. C., December 4.—Congressman 
O'Neill of Missouri has arrived and, being inter- 
viewed on the tariff question, favors taking it up at 
once, He desires to bave the duties taken off of 
raw materials. “The manufacturers,” he says,"‘can- 
not enter fairly into competition with those of other 
countries when handicaped with excessive duties 
on raw materials. The cost of the production de- 
termines not only the price of the goods, but the 
wages of the skilled labor.” He is opposed to hav- 
ing the wages of the workmen taken from them to 
pay bounties to the wool-growers of Texas and 
Ohio. which, besides increasing the cost of clothing, 
blankets, etc., more than 20 per cent, also paralyzes 
the manufacturers, who only exported 1 per cent of 
the product of a wool clip of over 400,000 pounds 
last year. Mr. O'Neill repeated a con- 
versation held with one of the largest 
manufacturers of woolens in the United States 
whose shops are in Philadelphia, in which he told 
him that ; 

THE ABOLITION OF THE DUTY 
would treble manufacturers by giving them a for- 
eign market. Mr. Cummings, the enterprising glass 
manufacturer, favors the putting of soda ash on 
the free list, which now costs glass manufacturers 
$1,000,000 duty each year. Notan ounce of tin plate 
was made in the United States, and yet the annual 
duty was over $4,500,000. To protect manufacturers 
the fetters must be removed, so that American en- 
terprise and intelligence can havea fair field. He 
says that his bill to abolish tariff taxes on articles of 
food would reduce import duties $60,000,000, over 
$46,000,000 of which is on raw sugar, which, if re- 
moved, would make the Mississippi Valley,and par- 
ticularly St. Louis, the sugar refinery of the world.

The entire report was 
adopted without discussion. The

MURDERER TEETS TO HANG.

Toronto, Onr., Dec@mber 4.—A special from Que- 
bec tothe Globe says it is understood that the 
memorial presented to Governor Masson, making 
certain grave charges against members of his 
present cabinet, affects two of the ministers, Secre- 
tary Bianchet and Treasurer Robert- 
son., Secretary Blanchet is accused of having 
sold mining land in Beauce, belonging to the late 
Senator De Lerg, representing them to be his own 
property.

He is also accused of having, during the last session 
of the Legislature, written a letter to the manager

The Very Remarkable Story Told by the 
Wife of the Alleged Safeblowers’ 
Leader--Bad Treatment and Profanity 
--Prosecutions to Follow--What the 
Police Say, | 


There isanother side to the story, told in the 
morning papers, of the fine piece of detection work 
done in capturing three letters from Charies Clarke, 
the alleged head of the safe-blowing gang, to his 
wife, which Mrs. Clarke to-day told toa Posr-Dis- 


PATCH reporter. 

Mrs. Clarke is a woman about 35 years old. dark, 
not pretty, but respectable looking. Sie is pal- 
pably in the family way, and she iseither a very 
rg actress or a woman who has 

ad a very exciting appearance. 

‘I married Charles Clarke four years ago,” said 
she, “‘and as he has served a two-year term in the 
Penitentiary, I suppose that it will be hard to make 

eople believe what say. Still, Mr. 

furray Ray or Mr. George Harrison, 
both well-known gentlemen of Hannibal, can testify 
as to my respectability, as well as many others. 

My husband left me a week ago Wednesday 
early in the morning. My two cousins, Ed Robin- 
son and Ed Smith, had stayed the night 
with us, and ter he left they 
were at breakfast when Mr. Furlong, the railroad 
detective, came in. As soon as I saw him I knew 
there was some trouble and I asked him if he was 
going to arrest Chariey, to do it outside 
the house, so that my cousins 
should not know anything about it. 
He promised me that he would and went out, but 
the door had no sooner closed on him than a knock 
sounded, and he and four other men came into the 
house—"’ 

*“Where was this house?” 

“On Biddie, between Tenth and Eleventh; num- 
ber 1110. Furlong said, ‘Gentlemen, this is the 
house, and 

THIS Is THE WOMAN. 
They ordered my two consins to up from the 
table, searched them aud took.their money an d let- 
ters and handc uffed them.” 

“Did they search you?” 

“No they saw it was no use. I was sick that 
morning and had onl got up to let 
Furlong _ in. I had just thrown a 
skirtover my nightgown. They searched the 
house mgt tk even taking away my marriage 
certificate and jewelry. They tore my husband's 
picture out of a frame onthe wall and selected sev- 
e of the 
album. I was wun- 
der arrest, and it was only by hard work 
by Mr. Furlong that I was permitted to put on 
any more clothes. This was a'l on Wednesday 
morning, a week ago. I was taken down to the 
Four urts. and after a consultation there. 
I was told to remember always that I 
was * under arrest and might be 
locked up, but that they meant to keep me at home. 
A detective named Leonard was then sent home 
with me to my house, and three detectives, Brown- 
ing, Eggs and Viehle, came there and took up their 
abode. Iwas told that I must not atternpt to speak 
to anybody or to hold any communication, 
with anybody on the outside, that I was a prisoner. 
What food there was inthe house was exhausted 


Friday noon, I had no money in the 
house, and so I was obliged to go 
without food until noon Saturday. The detectives 


told me they were not authorizea to spend any 
money buying anything for me. On Saturday 
Browning bougbt some sausages and bread, which I 
cooked, and we ate together. All day Sunday I had 
nothing but what scraps of bread I could find in the 
house and coffee. Recollect at this time my little 
boy, 1l years old, was in the house, a prisoner 
also, and he w crying with 
hunger nearly all the time. On Monday evening 
Browning bought some more sausage and some 
pigs’ feet, which we ate. 

“All of the time thev kept a very close watch on 
me. 1 siept in the froat room with the door 


open, and even when I[ had to go 
to the closet they accompanied 
me. Iam not well. Indeed, thereisno use in a 


case of this sort of using any mock modesty. I am 
in a delicate condition.as you see” (the fact was ev- 
dent), “and one night I was 80 sick that I had to 
call the detectives into the room to help me 
and get mustard and other necessaries for one. 
‘Whenever any one came to the door they would 
arrange themseives with their pistols out in the 
passage way, and whoevercame in was made a pris- 
oner. was perfectly wild to get 
a lawyer, because knew that such an imprison- 
ment was illegal. One day I got to the window un- 
perceived and saw a negro in the alley. I thrust 
the window and shouted to 
cake to go down 
town and send me a lawyer, = and 
as he was staring at me I was jerked back. the 
window slammed down, and, with agreat deal of 
profanity, I was told if I attempted that again I 
would be bucked and gagged. In that way I was kept 
over a week a prisoner, exposed to the coarsest lan- 
guage and trea: ment that you could conceive, with- 
out any warrant, and,aslam advised, illegally.

SPECHT'S SCHEME. 


A Bright Idea Evolved From the 
Mind of ‘*Famous’’’ Manager. 


How the City’s Sanitary Condition Can be 
Improved and Charity Accomplished—A 
Fund Proposed to be Used in Giving Work 
to the Unemployed—The City’s Streets to 
be Cleaned With the Money—Favorable 
Reception of the Idea. 


The suggestion made by Mr. Joseph Specht, pres- 
ident of the “Famous” Shoe and Clothing Company, 
in his open letter published in yesterday's Posrt- 
Dispatcn, that, inasmuch as one-half of the bene- 
ficiaries of the charity fund this winter willbe men 
out of employment. all subscribers to the charity 
fund will double their subscriptions this year and 
devote the surplus to improving the sanitary condi- 
tion of the city, has met with general favor through- 
out the city. Mr. Specht is essentially a man of 


ideas, and the public-spirited bent of his 
mind has been often Indicated before, but, 
judging from the way his “New Sanitary Fund’ 
was indorsed this morning by business men, his 
latest suggestion surpassesall previous ones from the 
same fertile source. In order to ascertain further 
particulars regarding the scheme than were un- 
folded in Mr. Specht’s letter ,a Post-DispatcH re- 

er called upon him this morning and hada 


chat with him upon the subject. Mr. Specht 
said: 
“Weli, now, I supposed I had pretty well ex- 


lained what I was after in my letter, but if 
here is anything additional you want to learn 
about it, I shall be glad to inform you.” 

“I'd like to learn something about the practical 
workings of the scheme.” 

“These will have still to be worked out. The gen- 
eral idea occurred to me yesterday as beirg a food 
one, and I wrote the communication to the Post- 
Dispatca believing that whatever method is em- 

loyed in carrying the scheme out the result cannot 
ail to be beneficial in the three ways I have men- 
ticned—in supplying unempioyed workingmen this 
winter with employment, in cleaning the city and 
preparing it against an otherwise possible visit 
of the cholera, and in lifting a burden from 
the City Treasury and giving it a chance 
to improve the efficiency of the Health Department 
in the spring when there will be urgent cali for ap- 
propriations for sanitary purposes.’ 

‘How do you think your suggestion to subscribers 
to double the amount of their subscriptions will be 
received this fall?” ‘ 

“] have no doubt that as soon as -the objeot is 
made clear to them they will assent readily. The 
fact that there is every prospect of a large increase 
of want this winter, owing to the clos- 
ing down of .large manufacturing establishments 
and the dullness in many lines. of 
business, is alone sufficient to use asan effective 
argument on behalf of a doubled subscription, but 
when this argument is supplemented by the assur- 
ance that the surplus fund raised will be applied to 
so publicly beneficial a work asthe cleaning of the 
city, there will be no difficulty in securing the nec- 
essary money, The city needs a_  tborough 
cleaning. t never before within my memory 
was so dirty as at present. Even along the princi- 
pal streets the fact is only too evident, and when 
one walks aiong the side streets the con- 
dition of affairs which greets the eye is 
terrible. We have not had our streets and alleys 
thoroughiy cleaned for twenty years; that alone 
ought to be an uvanswerable argument in favor of 
having the work done.” 

“How much do you estimate is at present sub- 
scribed ogee for street purposes?” 

“About $25,000, If an additional fund of $20,000 
to $25,000 were raised in the way I suggest, a large 
number of workingmen, who will ve only too 
glad to work if the opportunity is 
afforded them, will be carried through the winter. 
Suppose the fund reaches only $15.000, see what can 
be done with it. I would propose that workingmen 
engaged in this work be paid at the rate of $la 
day. Suppose that employment is given to 0, that 
will suppiy them with thirty days’ work. If they 
only work say three days each week, the fund will 
carry them through sixty working days, or over two 
months. It wi!l take them clear through the hardest 
part of the winter.” 

‘How would the work be conducted 

“With the joint object in view of supplying re- 
lief to unemployed workingmen. .I suppose that 
the best way would be to place the affair ia the 
hands of the Board of Public Works as far as re- 
lated to the conversion of the fund intolabor. They 
would see that the work was done, and we would see 
that the persons employed were worthy of the fa- 
vor of being supplied with work. For instance, a 
married woman would apply, as is continually being 
done, to one of the relief associations for 
assistance. The first quest on asked her would be, 
as it is now, why ber husband was not working. 
Having satisfied the Reiief Secretary's agent that 
her husband was out of work she would be 
given a ticket which would guarantee him em- 
ploy ment under the Board fof Public Improvements 
and secure him payment for his labor out of the 
‘‘new sanitary fund."' Iam positive that this win- 
ter we shai! have in the city large numbers of work- 
ingmen who will be only too glad to take advantage 
to keep themselves and families aflvat 
unti} the spring. Tney would not earn much money, 
but with everything as- cheap as »ow 
they would be abie to get along with much less 
than in other winters. Flour was never cheaper 
than at present and almost all other food staples 
are very cheap.” 

‘**How do you think the idea will be received by 
the workingmen?” 

“They wil, beyond a doubt, be very glad of the 
opportunity to earn even a+trifle of money in this 
way. The laboring man is very slow in accepting 
gratuitous relief. He has a praiseworthy pride 
which prevents him from becoming a burden upon 
others as long as there is any chance of his weather- 


ing the storm on his own account. [I have 
known of families enduring great  sufferin 
ratber than visit a relief office an 
make known their wants. It is this 


class of sturdy workingmen which the sanitary 
tund is proposed to reach. They are certainly 
worthy of assistance and we, as well as they, 
ought to be glad to be able to provide it in a way 
which still enables them to retain an honest pride 
in themseives as men and the fathers of families. 
As Isaidin my letter, we not only have faith in 
the remedy we propose, but are ready to give it a 
practical demons'ration and our check for $500 is 
ready forthe collector on the understanding that 
one half of it goes, asdid our $250 subscription of 
last year, to the general relief fund, the other 
haif into the fund which is to supply workingmen 
with Jabor on the streets and alleys of the city, 
with a view to our having.a clean city next sprin 
when, in all probability, the people's minds will 
again be burdened with anxieties regarding the 
cholera.” 
EX-MAYOR NATHAN COLE 
said that he favored the idea generally, but that he 
feared there would be difficulty in carrying it out, 
unless the nethod was assured of distributing the 
money in such a way tbat there would be no fear of 
unworthy people taking advantage of it. “When 
the collectors of the Reiief Association go round 
raising money,” he said, “it is essential that they 
are able to clearly place before their ge the 
exact object to which the money is to applied. 
They must be ready to answer all questions put and 
explain satisfactorily all matters upon which the 
erson under solicitation may have any doubts. 
ow, in the case of the proposed fund to 
be used in giving enpioyment at street cleaning to 
unemployed workingmen, they would find great 
difficulty in getting additional subscriptions if they 
were not able to give the assurance that the money 
could not, by any chance,be controiled by objection- 
able persons. Were they able to do this they would, 
i think, have no difficult whatever in securing the 
double subscriptions, because Specht's idea is one 
which appeals at ouce to one’s sympathy and com-

notwithstanding a vigorous protest from a large | 
majority of the Republicans of the Ward. He ts 
one of Pohlman’s backers. 
What these men are expected to testify concern- 
ing the outrages at Cincinnati cannot be ascer- 
tained, at this time. although there is 
a basis for conjecture. A Republican 
office-holder, to whom the list was mentioned,

A ROBBERS’ ROOST. 

Some of the statements called forth by the 
introduction of VEsT’s resolution in regard to 
leases of Indian lands must have burned the 
ears of those Senators and other politicians who 
have been running the Interior Department. 
DawEs said the Government was advertising 
for beef to feed starving tribes whose reserva- 
tions had been leased to cattle men, and BECK 
said the agents were paying $40 a head for cat- 
tle worth $12.. On some of the reservations of 
which the Indians have been practically dis- 
possessed, they had raised as ‘high as 17,000 
bushels of wheat a year, and with a little aid 
and guidance in stocking their own grazing 
lands would soon have become self-sustaining. 

The course of Secretary TELLER toward the 
land-grabbers has been a little queer. He 
has acquitted himself in his reports by 
calling attention to the fencing of public 
lands and the leasing of reservations, 
and, while he refused to approve of either, 
he has referred to the matter for no other pur- 
pose apparently but to advertise the fact that 
he was doing nothing, and believed the Depart- 
ment powerless to check the abuse. At the 
same time he gave notice that he had power, 
and would exercise it, to protect the lease- 
holders as against outsiders, though he would 
not formally give his consent to the contracts 
and thus make them binding on the Indians. 
In last year’s report he approved the position 
which Senators Dawks, VEST, LOGAN and 
CAMERON had taken against the leasing of 
several million acres of the Crow reservation 
in Montana after they had visited it as a Senate 
Commission. They recommended the purchase 
and restoration of the land in question to the 
public domain, and he earnestly urged that 
course. But now a syndicate of big cattle 
companies from his State has everything fixed 
to secure a lease of those same lands from the 
Indians, and the people of Montana are excited 
over the syndicate’s boast that it will have the 
aid of Secretary TELLER in securing and con- 
firming the lease. They say they will not 
permit a tract of over three million acres 
to be locked up in that way, and 
that there will be bloodshed if any attempt is 
made to hold and use the lease. 

Both the Interior Department and the laws 
it is supposed to administer must have a thor- 
ough overhauling, or the last section of our 
public domain will be gobbled upsoon by land- 
looting corporations. Unless Congress and 
President CLEVELAND co-operate in vigorous 
and well-directed efforts to reform that branch 
of the public service, the worst cancer on the 
body politic, they may as weil throw all reform 
talk to the winds and all reform physic to the 


dogs.

THE Utah Commission reports that the dis- 


franchisement of polygamists has not improved 
either the preaching or the practice of the Mor- 
mons with reference to polygamy. Of course 
not. Disfranchisement, disqualification for 
office and all such petty persecutions only in- 
cense the Mormons and unite them in a more 
determined combination against the enforce- 
ment of the law for the suppression of polyga- 
my.

WE have failed to see any reason why the 
City Council should reverse its policy on the 
subject of the Elevated Road. Six months ago 
the City Council lent its indorsement to the 
project, declared that the work would benefit 
the city, and passed an ordinance with a view 
of securing to the city the benefit that would 
inevitably result from such an _ enterprise. 
Nothing has happened since then to weaken 
the arguments in favor of the Elevated Road.

An income tax is perhaps the most equitable form 
of raising a government revenue that could be de- 
vised. If honestiy carried out, it imposes the load 
of taxation upon the shoulders of those who can 
best afford to bearit. More than this, it brings 
home to each taxpayer a distinct appreciation of 
the advantages of legislative and administrative 
economy, advantages which are frequently lost 
sight of under an indirect system of taxation. 
It is certainly strange that in what is called an aris- 
tocratic government such as that of Great Britain. 
taxes are imposed upon wealth as such, while in a 
democratic republic, such asthe United States, a 
distinct tax which calls upon wealth rather than 
poverty is looked upon as highly objectionable. 
Given the two forms of government, a stranger to 
the methods in use in either would certainly draw 
the conclusion that an income tax would be looked 
upon as desirable by the great mass of the people 
of the United States, while the wealthy controlling 
class in Great Britain would use their influence to 
prevent the adoption of any such form of assess- 
ment.

Our Reciprocity Interests. 
Sr. Lovts, December 4, 1884. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Being a constant reader (and frequently an ad- 
vertiser) in your valued paper I have noticed lately 
several articles (editorials) upon sugar, and refer- 
ences to the Sandwich Is!and treaty; and while you 
are quite correct in all you state in reference to that 
treaty: yet there are some facts about it that you 
may not know. I was several years upon the spot, 
and so write the inclosed facts from personal knowl- 
edge. After the decline of the whale fisberies, the 
business of the Sandwich Islands fell off flat. 
Kanaka bonds went down to almost nothing. Sugar 
growing did not pay because molasses could not be 
got to market and the manufacture of rum. was. 
prohibited. So vacuum pan and other high grades 
of sugars were made which paid a high duty. In 
1866 the attempt was madeto secure a reciprocity 
with the United States, but the balance of trade 
was much in favor of the Sandwich Islands, The 
duty on sugars imported to California was about 
$1,000,000, while the value of the lumber, fish and 
flour sent to the islands was only abour $200,000. 
All the valuable imports to the Islands came from 
Europe. Nearly all the merchants were German 
and English, and the planters were heavily, in debt 
to them, Americans were a _ minority, 


being about all missionaries and retired whalers. 

The Hawaiian Minister of Foreign Affairs went 
to Washington in 1866, but returned without accom- 
plishing anything, and he afterward to'd some one 
in confidence that upon his arrival in Washington 
he was asked how much money he had brought 
with him to work the treaty through Congress. 
When he said $60.000 he was told that be had better 
go back and get more money. Some attempt was 
then made to get assistance from the British 
Colonies, Australia and British Columbia. This 
amounted to nothing. beeause these Colonies traded 
with Peru and Central America. The British 
home government could not give any assistance 
further than what they were indirectly doing by 
holding a kind of protectorate over the Isiands 
which had acted in favor of borrowing money in 
the English money market. Upon the changes in 
the government of the Islands another attempt 
was made in 1875 by the King in person. and while 
he was in Washington the bill was hurriedly passed. 
The interest of the Foreign Missionary Society and 
Bible Society was secured through the aid of the 
Island missionaries. who were mostly Eastern men, 
and members of Congress were told that 
the advantage of having the Islands as a 
sort of protection to the United Srates in case of a 
war with China was very great, while the 
right to enter the ports of the islands to refit war 
ships and shelter merchant shipping would be of 
the greatest importance. The first advantage was 
nothing; the second the United States had already 
engaged the right of in common with England and 
France for many years. As it now stands, — 

r 
German and English merchants are wealthy. and 
the United States has the protection of the smallest 
kingdom on the globe to assist her in case of a war 
with China. 

As regards the ways and means for increasing 
trade with Cuba and Porto Rica. I can state from 
experience that both these islands are large mar- 
kets for iron and iron-ware of all kinds, rough cot- 
ton goods, salt fish, lard and salt meats, also coal. 
The British Provinces, Nova Scotia and Newfound- 
land, have grown wealthy in trading to the islands. 
Half the cargoes of their vessels are American pro- 
ducts. They buy American salt fish and sell it as 
their own, and ship half of the American catch. 
Large quantities of American pork, butter, cheese 
and lard are —— to Europe. put up in other 
packages, and shipped to those West Indies. Some 
vears ago American cotton goods and hardware 
found a market there.and were so well suited to the 
wants of the people, that a demand existed. 
The marks on the goods were imitatéd in England 
and Germany and the goods were supplied from 
there at once and ever since. 

I have but written this as a fact, somewhat hur- 
riediy, as I have not the time I would like to take. 
but when you wish to write again on the reciprocity 
subject you may find something out of this to use.

A NEW YORK MYSTERY. 


A Female Skeleton.Found in the Cel- 
lar of. the Carleton House. 


Terrible Ending of Johanna Schmidt's Ii- 
licit Amour—A Sad Tale of Domestic Un- 
happiness— Missing for Nearly Throe Years 
~—Identified by Her Clothing— Was the 
Woman Murdered by Her Paramour? 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. . 
New Yoru, December 4,—At 10:20 o'clock last 
evening the remains of the woman who was found 
in the Carleton House on Tuesday were identified as 
those of Johanna Schmidt, 30 years oid, who lived at 
No.174 Essex street,two years ago with her husband 
Fred Schmidt, a plumber, now employed by Ferdi- 
nand EKarhardt at No. 28 St. Mark’s place. The 
identification was brought about through an investi- 
gation made by her brother, Charles Springer of 
No. 80 Lewis street. He had, since her disappear- 
ance mysteriously on June 20, 1882, been following 
up various clews through which he hoped to dis- 
cover some trace of her whereabouts, but all his ef- 
forts proved fruitless. One of these clews was that 
she had been seen talking with Fred Eart, 
a barber, andthat she had takenalarge satchel 
filled with fine clothing, her bank book and $50 in 


mcney, aud nothing had been seen of either since.

THE GHASTLY DISCOVERY 
of a woman's remains was made in the Carieton 
House cellar. He notified the brother of the missing 
woman, Charles Springer, of his suspicions, and it 
was Springer who visited the morgue and identified 
the remains as those of his sister. The identifica- 
tion was complete, and made so by the examination 
of the underciothing, corset and calico dress which 
were clinging to the skeleton. He reported the 
case tothe police, stating that there was no doubt 
whatever that theskeleton wasthat of his sister. 
He said that after reading the description of the 
clothing, he communicated his suspicions to his 
wife and sister that the mysterious corpse was that 
of their sister. Mr. Springer was scans tat ht by 
the Pest-DispatcsH correspondent at his residence 
b0 Lewis street. He said: “My sister was marri 
to Fred Schmidt, who is now about 35 years old. I 
and my sister Emma formerly boarded with them 
ou Essex street uptil I was .married. Emma re- 
mained with them until Mrs. Sechmidt’s stranye 
disappearance two years ago. Her husband had 
ACCUSED HER OF INFIDZLITY 
with Ludwig Hart, a barber, and she Jeft her resi- 
dence at 2:30 p. m.,on June 20,1882. A half hour 
later Hart also left the house. As soon as I learned 
of my sister’s disappearance, I looked up and 
found Hart, and accused him of bemg 
the cause of my sister's disappearance, 
adding that I believed she was either with him or 
that he was aware of her piace of concealment. 
This Hart denied emphatically, and with tears in 
his eyes protested his innocence of anything ap- 
proaching undue familiarity with my sister. From 
that hour to this Hart has not been seen in this city, 
and whether he was murdered or fled to escape the 
consequence of being in‘any way associated with the 
disappearance of my sister, remains a mystery. I 
up 
closely every clew that promised to-throw any hght 
Upon my sister's whereabouts, butail my efforts 
went for nothing. [am empioyedas salesman at 
Nassau street, and I can refer you to my employers 
aud otbers as to my character. lam a member of 
the Howard Mission. My sister, before her depart- 
ure, told me that she intended leaving the house 
never to return. After she left I remained there all 
day awaiting developments. Gus Hincklieby was 
also a boarderin the house, as was aiso Ludwig 
Hart. During my conversations with Hart be ex- 
pressed his willingness to accompany me and aid in 
every possible way in the search for my sister. But 
insiead of doing so 
HE DISAPPEARED. 
The jealousy which her husband entertained toward 
my sister. had been the cause of much domestic dis- 
cord and too frequent quarreis, extending over the 
entire period of the time during which Hart ed 
in the house. Such had been the feeling engendered 
in the bosom of her busband by his jealousy of 
Hart that on oue occasion my sister told me her 
husband bad threatened to kill her if the intimacy 
dia not cease. My sister protested her innocence to 
the last, but dec!ared that his insane jealousy had 
rendered her hfe miserable and that she could 
stand it no longer. My sister Emma, who was 
stopping with her at the time of the disappearance, 
has since been with me. The husband of my sister, 
Frederick Schmidt, is now employed by Ferdinand 
Earhardt of No, 28 St. Mark's place, and is, like my- 
seif, familiar with the facts in the case. I have not 
seen Schmidt fora longtime. When Mrs. Schmidt 
left her home she took with her 
& CONSIDERABLE SUM OF MONEY, 
a bank book on the Bowery Bank, and a large 
valise containing her jewelry and clothing. I have 
been to the Bowery Bank at ieast twenty times to 
ascertain, if possible, how much money my sister 
had on deposit there, but was met with a flat re- 
fusail of information by the officials of the bank. 
On the morsing of the day my sister disappeared 
she was in an almost hysterical condition, and ap- 
peared to feei her condition keenly. I promised to 
see her in the evening, and in the meantime havea 
talk with ber busband, but when I calied was 
gone. It is my intention to bury the remains in the 
Lutheran cemetery, feeiing positively certain that 
they are those of my missing sister.”

A Strong Reason Why the Bill to Pro 


tect Pine Street Was Postponed,

Prospect That,Since the House of Delegates 
Refuses to Care for the City’s Interests the 
Same End Can be Reached by an Appeal 
of the Old Case— A Matter Every St 
Louisian is Interested In.

Among the other evidenees that St. Louis finds 
more difficulty in assuming metropolitan airs, graces 
and conveniences than any other city in the coun- 
try is the history of the Pine street pavement and 
the efforts to protect it. That history is calculated 
to humiliate~ every progressive St. Louisian, 
and to discourage the very limited 
number of  public-spirited men who have 
pushed to success against great odds the very lim- 
ied number of public improvement measures of 
which the city can boast. For nearly twenty years 


the want of some well-paved drive by which Grand 
avenue and the suburbs could be. reached from the 
heart of the city was very seriously felt, and it 
was to supply this want that Pine and Locust streets 
were, at great cost to the property owners, 
supplied with fine asphalt pavements. This 
was done with the understanding that 
they conid be protected from destruction by the 
heavy coal and freight wagons, for had there been 
no such understanding the money would never have 
been invested. As soon as possibile, therefore, after 
the drives were completed. Mr. Clif. Richardson in- 
troduced in the Lower House of the Municipal As- 
sembly a bill prohibiting the use of these streets for 
heavy traffic. The Assembly was in special session 
at the time, and hence it 
necessary to have the matter specifically submitted 
by the Mayor as a subject for legisiation. Accord- 
ingly Mr. tichardson sent a request to the Mayor 
for authority to introduce such a bill, and as Mayor 
Ewing was absent, Acting Mayor Parker granted the 
request in due form, The bill was passed, and im- 
mediately 
THERE WAS A COMPLAINT 

from the teamsters, to whom the smooth surface 
of the roadway offered special attractions 
when they had heavy loads to haul. 
They disregarded the ordinance in many cases and. 
were fined. Finally acase was appealed to Jud 
Noonan, who declared the ordinance invalid. It 
being again appealed to the Court of Appeals, that 
tr:buna! sustained Judge Noonan to the extent of 
ruling thatinasmuch as the authority for intro- 
ducing the ordinance came from the aeting Mayor 
instead of the Mayor. it was of no effect. 
This opened up the roadways to 
every class of vehicle, with a certainty of its early 
destruction. Since the technicality which the Court 
of Appeals regarded as so important, was suscept- 
ibie of a remedy, Mr. Richardson jntroduced a 
couple of weeks ago another ordinance to the same 
effect as the old one. Thére was no possibility of | 
any question as to authority this _ time, 
asthe Assembly is in regular session. The bill 
went to acommittee, which reported unanimously 
in favor of its passage. The teamsters, however, 
turned out en masse to defeat it, and every delegate 
with a large constituency of that class could under- 
stand with little difficulty that if he had 

ANY HOPES OF RE-ELECTION 
they were liable to be blasted. unless he voted 
against the bill. The general public, in whose in- 
terest these streets were constructed, and for whose 
benefit the efforts at protection were being made, 
manifested, as usual, no interest whatever in the 
subject, and the delegates who were disposed to 
legislate in favor of the entire city as against a 
class, found themselves with very little support. 
The result was, the teamsters had everything their 
own way, and when the committee's report came 
up the fact was quickly manifest that an overwheim- 
ing majority would oppose the bill. Its friends 
on seeing this, moved that it be laid on the Clerk's 
table, or, in other words, that it be indefinitely post- 
poned, rather than have it killed. 

“We had no other course under the circum- 
stances,” said 

MR. RICHARDSON 
this morning. | ‘**Toere were fuily one hundred and 
fifty teamsters in the lobby, and I found that we 
could not count on more than six votes out of the 
twenty-eight, so it was useless to put the measure to 
a vote and get it slaughtered.”

A PEDAGOGUE'S PLEA. 


What Some of the Teachers Think of 
the Early Vacation. 


-— 


The Directors’ Generosity Discussed—The 
Inconvenience Great and the Benefit 
Slight—Talks Upon the Subject. 


The action of the Teachers’ Committee in settling 
the closing of the schools for December 19, so that 
the teachers might take advantage of the reduced 
rates and go off on a recuperating trip to the New 
Orleans fair, does not strike all the teachers the 
same way, or at least that is the 
conclusion to be arrived at after 


reading the following communication from one of 
the rogués, who is anything but overwhelmed 
with gratitude for the generosity of the directors: 
“EDITOR DispaTcH—In St. Louisas in no other 
city of any size in the Union, the teachers have the 
sa for the holidays deducted from their pay. Not 
content with compelling them to lose one 
week, . our merous (7%) directors must 
needs make our burden heavier by adding an addi- 
tional week. How many of our poorly paid peda- 
gogues will be able to goto New Orleans or else- 
where? Many of my own acquaintances have 
mothers, sisters or children to support on the 
meagre allowance of our generous Board of Direc- 
tors. The teachers will receive their semi-quarteriy 
salary on the 18th inst. Thanks to our generous 
Directors, they must wait seven weeks before they 
are paid again. Beautiful prospect, that, for women 
having house rent, bilis, ete.. due ory 
month, and just at the Christmas season, too, e 
don’t want to go to the World’s Fair; didn't ask to 
© and oun go if we wanted to, and there are 
undreds similarly situated.” 


Mc effort was made by a Post-Dispatcn reporter 


SUPERINTENDENT LONG, 
but he was not accessible. A well-informed school- 
man, however, corrected several mistakes in 
correspondent’s criticism. 

It is not literally true that the pay of the holi- 
days is deducted from the teachers’ enlarieg. The 
school year is forty weeks, and the im, dow or that 
length of time whether the vacation is long or short, 
as a shortening of one term is always 
compensated by a lengthening of another. In this 
Case,as the Post-Dispatca stated, the spring term 
will be made one weex longer." 

‘How much will the teachers lose by this year's 
early Christmas vacation?” 

‘Nothing more than one week's expenses of living, 
and that, of course, would be incurred only by those 
who live out of the city. The other source 
of annoyance spoken of is, that if 
the schools close on the 19th, the teachers must wait 
seven weeks before they are paid again, but as the 
present idea of closing only lengthens the usual 
time between pay days one week, I can't say that 
there should be much complaint over that.” 

Then you think that this extra long vacation will 
prove beneficial in all es?” 

“That, of course, cannot say, as I 
cannot ell what may result next spring. 
But, look here. Why should the teachers com 
of this kindness on the part of the Board, for it 
certainly can be called nothing but kindness? We 
hear on every side from the teachers and their 
friends that they are sacrificing their health for the 
public good, that they are being worked too hard, 
and that their lives aré, at the best, but monotonous, 
Well, here comes the Board, which says: 

“We wili give you 

AN EXTRA WEEK 

this Christmas, that you may take advantage of an 
opportunity that is a rare and valuable one. ‘Toin- 
sure you from any decrease in pay and the public 
from any loss at teaching, we will have the spring 
term lengthened one week. What more 
generous provision could be made? That's 
what I want to know.” 

Another gentleman, equally well posted on such 
affairs. was not so ee over the expected bene- 
fits. “It seems to me thatitis rather a visionary 
way of securing to the teachers a means of enjoy- 
ment within their reach, Inthe first place, grant 
that a large number of the teachers will go, 
the public will not look with complacency upon any 
plan that robs them of a week in the best season of 
the entire school year and substitutes a week away 
over in June,when it is hot and when children want 
to be out doors. Especially is such a scheme an un- 
wise one at this time when neariy every 
country on the globe is fearful of an outbreak of 
cholera inthe spring. Now, on the other hand, 
there are over a thousand teachers in this city. Of 
this vast number not more than twenty-five, I guar- 
antee, will go to New Orleans. That is, that 7A r 
cent of our corps of instructors will be ena 
to receive a benefit which must 
without question be a great inconvenience to many of 
the others now, and which, next spring, will prove 
a source of absolute danger to the constitutions 
worn out by the year's work and compelled to la- 
bor a week longer into the hot season.”

They 
had all studied logic, and the conclusion was pos 
bly irresistible that. given that any one at all could 
memorialize the School Board, it followed as a logical 
consequence that Normal Scbool students could. 
The meeting was unanimous upon this point, and it 
was decided that the Board should be memorialized,

This afternoon a Post-Dispatcn reporter called 
upon Principal Soldan and asked him concerning 
the matter. Hespoke very guardedliy on the sub- 
ject, the gist of his statement being 
as follows: “I can say that, as far as 
any class action is concerned, nothing was 
done in the way of preparing a memorial to send to 
the School Board. There have been rumors of such 
an action, but it is certain that it was not official, as 
far as the senior class is concerned. There has 
been, however, a misunderstanding concerning the 
holding of diploma examinations this Christmas 
instead of next summer, as is usual. The impres- 
sion gained ground—how, I cannot say—that, in 
consequence of the vacancies in the public schools 
for teachers, Superintendent Long or myself had 
promi the students that the examinations 
should be held at Christmas. For 
myself I can say that I never made any 
such promises, and Superintendent Long assured 
me personally that he had not done so. It may 
have been stated that there was a possibility of 
such athing happening, but certainly no promise 
was made.” 

In the meantime the pretty students, who have 
been studying up “dreadfully hard,” so ag to be 
able to graduate this Christmas, are terribly disap-
